JULY FOURTH FIRE PATROL

Amateur Radio again assisted 
the Department of Forestry and Fire 
Prevention with roving patrol units 
on the Fourth of July. While the 
primary purpose of the patrols is a 
visible deterrent to unsafe fire 
related activities, we also keep a 
watch for fires and suspicious acti- 
vities. With the Fourth falling on 
a Wednesday this year, things were 
fairly quiet and we actually secured 
operations by about 2200. Patrols 
operated in the Berkeley/Oakland 
hills, Crocket, Briones and a number 
of South county areas.
